Trib’s 80th Birthday 

On Sunday, February 21, the 
Oakland Tribune announced that 
it was 80 years old, having been, 
as Bill Stokes of the Trib staff 
elegantly put it, “midwifed into 
a not particularly hospitable world 
February 21, 1874.” 

Stokes then proceeded, in a story 
which measured 71 inches of lino- 
typed material, to give a very in- 
teresting account of the news- 
paper’s career. Of those 71 inches, 
only 8% inches, or slightly less 
than 12% of the linotyped material, 
was devoted to the role of the 
paper as a civic and political lead- 
er. The bulk of the story, or 88% 
of it to be exact, explained in de- 
tail how much bigger the Tribune 
building is than at the start, how 
many more people work for it, 
how much more machinery it 
operates, etc. 

Stokes was right. The Oakland 
Tribune is 88% body, and 12% soul.

In Alameda county, the report 
of Welfare Director Thompson 
shows that persons on general re- 
lief increased from 5251 on the 
first of last month to 5881 on the 
tenth of this month—a gain of 630 
persons, which runs a little more 
than 2 percent a week for the pe- 
riod. 

In the slightly more than a year 
since March 1, 1953, to March 10 
of this year, the number on gen- 
eral relief in Alameda county had 
increased about 92 percent.

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HOW TO BUY 


Cosmetic Counter Costs

Like many families you probably spend a lot of money, 


even though only a bit at a time, for such toiletries as skin|this powerful voting bloc much 
lotions, hand creams, shaving cream, shampoos, dentifrices |t0° 108. 


and many other products. 
You can often cut the cost 
stead of dollars. In fact, you 


can often eliminate them alto- 
gether, because some widely-sold 
toiletries have little or no real 
value and can be supplanted by 
ordinary household items you al- 
ready have. 


The cost of ingredients for 
many toiletries is actually only 
pennies. In fact, as you’ll see be- 
low, a large proportion of shaving 
cream is simply water. In the case 
of some costly lotions, the chief 
functional ingredients are such or- 
dinary household standbys as bo- 
rax, boric acid, rubbing alcohol, 
glycerin and so on. 

The real cost of these products 
is the cost of the widespread, re- 
petitious and exaggerated adver- 
tising; the costly containers in 
which they are packaged, and the 
perfumes used to give them their 
claimed pseudo-mysterious powers. 

You pay an especially high price 
for these products in small pack- 
ages. It may seem easier to pay 
ten cents for a one-ounce bottle 
of shampoo once a week, than a 
dollar for a half-gallon every six 
months or so. But you only fool 
yourself, and that’s not necessary 
since there are so many people 
willing to do it for you. 

In shampoos, for example, the 
bulk containers sold by large re- 
tailers under their own brand 
names save you 60 to 80 percent 
off the cost of the nationally-ad- 
vertised brands when sold in small 
packages.

If you can’t find low-cost private 
brands in your town, and don’i 
mind a little trouble, you can pre- 
|pare your own hand lotion at little 
expense. One standard formula 
calls for dissolving two teaspoons 
of boric acid and three tablespoons 
\of glycerine by heating. Cool, mix 
in three tablespoons of lanolin and 
jtwo teaspoons of vaseline. Add a 
|little perfume if you want. You 
;can buy “Toilet Lanolin USP” in a 
drug store for use in such a mix- 
ture. 


Another simple home-made lo- 
jtion which has an astringent ef- 
\fect like some of the purported 
jwrinkle-removers sold at high 
|prices, is. made by simply mixing 
two ounces of witch hazel, one-half 
ounce of glycerin, a teaspoon of 
borax and three or four ounces 
of rose or orange water, for fra- 
grance.

An enterprising correspondent 
for the Reporter magazine has 
helped confirm labor's suspicions. 
This fellow—unimpressed by the

Ind., steel mills the morning after 
election and asked the boys what 
was up. 

Invariably, he found, the story 
was the same. The steel workers 
were soia on Steve, but their wives 
and children liked Ike. 

“Tt was ‘I shall go to Korea!’ 
that helped turn the trick with the 
women,” says an AFL spokesman. 

Some AFL leaders don’t think 
Mama was too impressed—in com- 
parison—with union breast-beating 
about the Taft-Hartley law—not 
with Papa Crafstman bringing 
home $100 dollars worth of bacon 
every week. 

The same mistakes won't be 
made in 1954—if the AFL Labor’s 
League for Political Education and 
the CIO Political Action Commit- 
tee have anything to say about it.

‘WEAVING’ SCHOOL 

Labor has reported on many 
kinds of dubious correspondence 
schools, but few were charged with 
more sins than the Federal Trade 
Commission listed in a complaint 
against the “Weavers Guild,” of 
Hollywood, Calif. The list is far 
too long to give in full here, but 
the following are samples: 

“False and misleading,” the FTC 


complaint says, are this mail 
school’s claims that it gives a 
;“complete course in reweaving; 


that a person taking the course 
can earn $25 a week for spare 
|time work,” and up to $200 a week 
full. time. 

Also false, the complaint says, 
are the claims that “graduates are 
assisted to obtain work, that dry 
cleaners underwrite the business 
or pay part of the tuition,’ and 
that “persons unable to complete 
the course are refunded all pay- 
ments they have made.”

Accidents 


Anyone can have an accident, 
but some workers have more mis- 
haps than others. Such people are 
usually refefred to as being “ac- 
cident-prone.” 

The term is not accurate, says 
Dr. Gerald Gordon, in an article 
in the February issue of National 
Safety News, monthly magazine 
of the National Safety Council, be- 


: |cause it implies that such a con- 


dition “is an inborn state and, 
therefore, hopeless.” 


Dr. Gordon, a psychiatrist on 
the staff of the medical division 
of the duPont Co., believes that 
workers who are frequent victims 
of accidents in the mill or even 
at home may be suffering from 
emotional disturbances and can be 
helped through psychiatry. 

In most cases, accidents don’t 
“just happen.” Dr. Gordon cites a 
recent study of 3000 occupational 
injuries incurred over a two-year 
period in a duPont plant, which 
showed that 100 percent of the 
injuries had been incurred by 35 
percent of the total plant popula- 
tion and that almost half of the 
accidents were confined to a small 
group of workers—about seven 
percent of the total force—who 


Wey 9 jhad between two and six injuries 


each for the two-year period. 

Sixty-five percent of the plant’s 
employes had not reported to the 
dispensary with so much as a 
scratch. 

It is clear, Dr. Gordon writes, 
that a few individuals will have 
repeated injuries, while the major- 
ity have few or none.

Needy Children 


Raymond R. Colliver, AFL Di- 
rector of Community Services, says 
in his monthly “Report to Labor”:

Children is to provide children de- 
prived of parental support or care 
with financial assistance in their 
own homes, in the homes of rela- 
tives, or in boarding homes and in- 
stitutions if foster care is neces- 
jsary.

GOODY GETS CUTE 


Goody Knight in his campaign to win the Governorship 
is trying very hard to make a noise like someone who is 
friendly td organized labor. His latest move was to name 
“Neil” Haggerty, secretary of the State Federation of Labor, 
as a representative of ‘the public’ on the State Advisory 
Council on Employment Service. 

Under the law, there must be 4 representatives of the pub- 
lic, 4 of the employers, and 4 of labor on the council which is 
supposed ‘to formulate policies and discuss problems relating 
to the administration of the unemployment insurance code.” 

Analysis of the list of 12 persons appointed by Knight in- 
dicates that the anti-labor forces will have 7 votes to labor's 5. 
Three of these 7 anti-labor votes will be found in the “public” 
group, and 4, of course, in the employers’ group. Labor gets 
one of its 5 votes in the “‘public’’ group—Haggerty—and 4 in 
the labor group. 

Consider the 3 besides Haggerty in the ‘‘public” group. 

William B. Tyler of Atherton is retired vice-president and 
general counsel of the California & Hawaiian Sugar Corpora- 
tion, and past president of the California Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation. That's that. Incidentally, he’s named chairman of the 
council. 

Then there’s Warren Atherton of San Francisco, attorney, 
and past national commander, American Legion, 

Finally on the “public” group is Ralph H. Taylor, Sacra- 
mento, retired executive secretary and present consultant, 
Agricultural Council of California. This man for years ran a 
reactionary “news service” out of Sacramento giving the 
Shuai Farmer type of reaction to any legislative pro- 
posal. 

The employers’ group of 4 includes a director of the NAM, 
the executive vice-president of the Merchants and Manufac- 
turers Association of Los Angeles, the managing director of 
the California Retailers Association, and an insurance pooh- 
bah. That's okay with us, for these people are plainly labeled 
as of the anti-labor group. f

AFL Glass Blowers 
Sign New Pact For 
Pay Hike, Pension 


A wage raise, an incentive bonus 
and an industry-wide pension for 
all employes are the latest pro- 
visions in a new 3-year contract 
signed in New York on March 1 be- 
tween the AFL Glass Bottle Blow- 
ers Association and the glass con- 
tainer industry. 

The new agreement provides for 
wage reopenings each year, 

Lee W, Minton, president of the 
47,000 member union, announced 
that the agreement covers 7,000 
machine operators, upkeep men 
and helpers in some 35 plants 
|throughout the nation. About 425, 
\local AFL Bottle Blowers employed 
at three East Bay plants will bene- 
fit from the provisions of the 
agreement. 

Minton added that negotiations 
for other miscellaneous employes, 
will get under way, locally and na- 
jtionally, by the end of this month, 
The new contract, according to 
|Minton, provides: 

1. A 5-cent hourly wage boost, 
bringing the scale up to $1.82 per 
jhour for operators. In several 
plants the pay raise was 3-cents an 
hour in order to bring rates into 
line with others in the industry. 

2. An additional incentive bonus 
of 20 to 30 percent. 

3. An arbitration clause aimed at 
arbitration of grievances which 
cannot be settled by normal griev- 
ance procedures. 

4. Pay for holidays when they 
occur during the worker’s vacation 


riod. 

5. Pension provisions of $35 per 
month maximum at age 65, exclu- 
sive of social security, with the 
entire cost to be paid for by the 
employers.
